CHILD COST 

If anyone ever made the 
Statement that his new baby 
was worth its weight in 
gold, he could be right, To 
Support a child tothe age of 
18, an average family re- 
quires an investment of 
three years of family in- 
come--almost $30,000, 

An analysis by the Insti- 
tute of Life Insurance show 
that it takes $3,000 to cover 
birth and medical expenses 
for the 18 years, Although 
infants don’t eat much, by 
the time they reach the 
teen years, the food bill to 
Support a healthy youngster 
totals about $8,000, It costs 
about $4,000 to clothe the 
growing child and $9,000to 
provide a roof over his 
head, The parents will 
spend $4,000 in transpor- 
tation costs, Personal 
care, recreation and edu- 
cation come to another 
$2500, But the $30,000 to- 
tal doesn’t include the cost 
of a college education,

FOOD ADDITIVES 

If you read the labels 
On some food packages, 
you may get the impres- 
sion that food additives are 
becoming more prevalent, 
But it’s very hard for a food 
processor to get govern- 
ment approval to add any- 
thing to a food product un- 
less strict procedures are 
met, 

A proposed additive must 
be proven ‘safe for human 
consumption by a series of 
laboratory tests, The food 
processor or manufacturer 
of the additive is respon- 
sible for conducting the 
test--although in practice, 
most testing is done by 
reputable, independent la- 
laboratories, Testing may 
take two years or more to 
complete and costs hund- 
reds of thousands of doll-

GREEN PEANUTS 

I often get requests for 
information on how to can 
and freeze green peanuts 
in the shell, so here it is, 

In canning green pea- 
nuts in the shell, pre- 
ference is given to medi- 
um-size Runner or the lar- 
ge Virginia type because of 
the increased eye appeal 
and ease of shelling, The 
Spanish type have a good 
flavor but are less at- 
tractive and more tedious 
to shell due to their small 
size, 

Prepare peanuts and 
brine (1 cup salt toa gal- 
lon of water) the same as 
for boiling for immediate 
use, Pack cleaned pea- 
nuts into standard quart 
canning jars, using equal 
amounts of peanuts and hot 


brine, Fill to within 1/2 
inch of the top. Using a 
clean, damp cloth, wipe 


the jar mouth as well as 
the inside and outside of 
the jar opening, Adjust 
lid and process in press- 
ure canner at ten pounds 
pressure for 45 minutes, 

Use the following method 
in freezing green peanuts 
in the shell, Harvest in 
the mature stage, wash, 
grade and freeze in mois- 
ture - vapor proof con- 
tainers, Freeze at 0 de- 
grees, After thawing, boil 
as fresh nuts, If peanuts 
are boiled in brine and 
then frozen, the salt could 
cause them to develop a 
rancid flayor--especially 
after being frozen after 3 
or more months,

Cholesterol is present 
in varying amountsin foods 
of animal origin (eggs, 
meat poultry and dairy pro- 
ducts) and in sea food, Egg 
yolks, fish roe, shellfish 
(lobster, shrimp, crabs, 
clams and oysters) and or- 
gan meats (brains, sweet- 
breads, kidney and liver 
are particularly rich in 
cholesteral, 

The body also makes 
cholesterol and the amount 
made apparently depends 
on the kinds of fat we eat, 
Animal or saturated fats 
tend to increase choles- 
terol levels in the blood, 
Presumably they spur the 
liver to manufacture more 
of it, Polyunsaturated fats 
(such as those found in 
corn oil, cotton seed oil, 
soybean oil and sunflower 
oil) tend to decrease cho- 
lesterol levels, 

Knowing that cholester- 
ol--fatty in feel and pearly 
in color-- is neither all 
good nor all bad, but some- 
where in between, should 
encourage Americans to 
modify their diets so that 
intake of cholesterol is kept 
within due bounds, the Ala-

Sparkman Offers To Testify

In Tenn-Tom Court Case 


In the wake of a tem- 
porary federal court in- 
junction against continuing 
construction of the Tennes- 
see-Tombigbee Waterway 
project Sen, John Spark- 
man (D,, Ala.) has volun- 
teered himself as a wit- 
ness in subsequent court 
proceedings, 

Sparkman who has work- 
ed 35 years to bring the 
product to the construction 
stage it had reached be- 
fore the injunction, expres- 
sed the conviction that ul- 
timately the Federal Court 
would sustain the project, 

“I am disappointed that 
a Federal Court has placed 


a temporary injunction 
against construction of the 
Waterway,”’ Sparkman 
said, ‘“‘This decision was 
made on a preliminary ba- 
sis in a preliminary hear- 
ing and I am confident that 
ultimately the Tennessee- 
Tombigbee will be sustain- 
ed, 

“T have substantial addi- 
tional information which I 
am going to make available 
to the court and I have just 
notified the Tennessee- 
Tombigbee Waterway De- 
velopment Authority that I 
am offering myself as a 
witness in subsequent court 


proceedings,’' Spark- 
man stated, “‘We have 
come too far and worked 
too long to see all this 
effort nullified at this late 
date,’’ 

In a recent Senate floor 
‘speech, Sparkman cited the 
Tennessee Valley A uthority 
comples as a living exam- 
ple of how waterway deve- 
lopment improves the eco- 
logy of an area, rather than 
harms it, as has beenalle- 
ged in the suit before the 
federal court to stop Tenn- 
Tom construction--the suit 
which resulted in today’s 
temporary injunction to 
half construction,

Common Sense 


Wins Out

Common sense won out 
Over emotional nonsense 
last week when the United 
States Senate approved an 
amendment to the 1972 Mi- 
litary Procurement Au- 
thorizations bill, allowing 
this nation to import 
chrome ore from Rhodesia, 

The Senate action if ag- 
reed to by House confer- 
ees, would amend the Uni- 
ted Nations Participation 
Act of 1945, to provide that 
the President could not 
prohibit imports of a stra- 
tegic material from a free 
world country as longas the 
importation of ‘the same 
material is permitted from 
a Communist - dominated 
country, 

This will mean an end 
to the senseless trade em- 
barge which President 
Lyndon Johnson placed ag- 
ainst tiny Rhodesia in1966, 
in order to appease Great 
Britain, black Africa, and 
the United Nations, Rho- 
desia had rebelled against 
British rule and declared 
herself independent, 

Although the amendment 
allows only the importation 
of chrome ore, I have long 
favored the abandonment of 
all sanctions against this 
small friendly nation, 

Our actions against Rho- 


desia are hypocritical and 
dangerous, and President 
Nixon had better wake up 
to this fact before it is too 
late, 

Chrome is a strategic 
material, vital to the man- 
ufacture of missiles, jet 
airplanes and nuclear sub- 
marines, It is also essen- 
tial to the specialty steel 
industry in this country, 

Since it is an essential 
ingredient in the manu- 
facture of stainless steel, 
our entire communications 
and transportation net- 
works depend on our abi- 
lity to obtain the critical 
item, Without communi- 
cation and transportation, 
we have no national de- 
fense, 

Rhodesia has the lar- 
gest known reserves of high 
grade chromium ore in the 
world, and prior to 1966, 
she was the largest single 
source of metallurgical 
chrome ore imported into 
the United States, 

The United States should 
have known better than to 
follow the lead of the Uni- 
ted Nations in placing sanc- 
tions against Rhodesia, al- 
though the embargo was a 
unilateral action by our na- 
tion, The United Nations 
did a foolish thing, and the 


United States had to go it 
one better, 

Today we are dependent 
on the Soviet Union for our 
supply of chromium ore, 
The Soviet Union, our chief 
adversary and the one 
country most likely toblow 
us off the map, just happens 
to be the world’s second 
largest supplier of chro- 
mium ore, 

The United States now 
relies on Russia for 60 
percent of its chrome ore, 
since we cut off our Rho- 
desian chromium ore sour- 
ce, Russia has raised the 
price per ton of the ore 
from $25 to $72 for about 
a 188 percent increase, 

We have, by our own ac- 
tions, made ourselves de- 
pendent upon Russia for a 
Strategic commodity, If 
we needed this commodity 
in a time of grave nation- 
al emergency to provide for 
our defense, could we ex- 
pect our most likely ene- 
my to give us that comm- 
odity? 

The role of the poli- 
tical liberal on this ques- 
tion, aS on so many others 
is to beat his breast about 
human rights and our re- 
putation with other Afri- 
can nations and leave the 
matter of our nation’s sur- 


vival tobe solved by others, 

Rhodesia’s detractors 
might pause long enough to 
notice that the African state 
of Zambia, a fierce critic 
of Rhodesia, continues to 
trade with her, Zambia 
needs Rhodesian corn, and 
the fact that she disagrees 
with Rhodesian racial po- 
licies does not mean she 
wants to endanger her eco- 
nomic survival over the 
disagreement, 

There is little reason to 
assume that Rhodesia and 
Great Britain will resolve 
their differences soon and 
in a way that would be ac- 
ceptable to the United Na- 
tions, After all, Russia, 
as a member of the Se- 
curity Council, has a veto, 
and she is not about to 
upset her lucretive trade 
arrangement with the Uni- 
ted States, : 

At our present rate of 
consumption of chrome 
ore, our national stockpile 
of the ore will be exhaus~ 
ted in less than two years, 
The time to end ‘this non- 
sense about Rhodesia is 
now, 

The Senate has acted re- 
sponsibly on the question, 
I hope that the House of 
Representatives will ex- 
press its quick agreement,
